ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bedford,  N.  H.: 

Schools 

The  two  rooms  at  the  Stevens-Buswell  building  were 
crowded  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September.  The  Primary 
room  had  to  be  relieved  by  transferring  Grade  4  to  the  Gram- 
mar room.  This  in  turn,  crowded  the  latter  but  with  changes 
that  came  about,  all  have  been  adequately  cared  for.  Miss 
Nichols  has  had  the  five  upper  grades,  and  Mrs.  Keta  Eemick 
of  Manchester,  has  the  first  three.  The  number  of  pupils  in 
each  room  is  approximately  the  same — between  thirty  and 
thirty-five.  Mrs.  Eemick  is  the  one  "new"  teacher  in  Bedford 
this  year. 

The  two  rooms  at  No.  6  are  comfortably  filled.  The  en- 
rollment there  has  been  thirty  in  the  Primary  room  and 
thirty-one  in  the  Grammar  room.  Miss  Jennie  Cashion  and 
Miss  Marjorie  Hayes  are  in  charge. 

The  school  at  No.  4  has  enrolled  thirty-seven  different 
pupils  this  year.  Miss  Dorothy  King  who  was  relieved  for 
half  of  last  year  on  account  of  ill  health,  is  back.  The  num- 
ber of  pupils,  from  thirty  to  thirty-five,  taxes  the  capacity  of 
the  room  as  well  as  the  energies  of  the  teacher.  Thirty  or 
thirty-five  pupils,  ranging  in  age  from  six  to  fifteen  years, 
representing  all  grades  and  half-grades  from  one  to  eight, 
present  a  difficult  teaching  problem.  An  equal  number  of 
pupils  limited  to  two  or  three  grades,  affords  a  much  simpler 
proposition. 

There  have  been  twenty-six  pupils  at  No.  11  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Dorothy  McLain.

For  the  last  few  years,  the  number  of  pupils  at  No.  8  has 
been  growing  smaller.  At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year, 
there  were  but  six.  Because  of  this  small  group,  the  School 
Board  decided  to  close  the  school  and  arrange  with  Mrs. 
Nettie  Tarr  to  transport  these  pupils  to  No.  6.  This  means 
a  financial  saving  for  the  District.  It  costs  approximately 
$900  to  $1,000  to  operate  any  school,  no  matter  how  small. 
Transportation  costs  less  than  that.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
pupils  have  the  advantage  of  larger  group  contacts,  and  com- 
petition in  work. 

Health  SuPEKvisito 

Dr.  Bruce  Snow  of  Manchester  is  the  School  Physician  this 
year,  and  Miss  Edith  Walker,  School  Nurse.  The  "general 
health"  was  excellent,  except  for  whooping  cough  in  No.  4 
until  Christmas  vacation.  But  during  January,  the  colds 
and  grippe,  prevalent  everywhere,  have  caused  unusual  in- 
roads in  the  matter  of  attendance.  Conditions  however, 
promise  to  be  normal  very  soon. 

High  School  Pupils 

At  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  a  group  of  twenty- 
three  of  Bedford's  young  people  enrolled  in  Manchester  High 
Schools — some  for  the  first  time,  others  to  continue  work 
already  begun.  About  twenty  remain  at  present.  The  tuition 
rate  this  year  is  $2.56  per  week  per  pupil,  or  $97.28  for  the 
year. 

New  Hampshire  Schools  and  the  Law-Makeks 

As  this  is  written,  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature  is  in 
session.  Some  questions  are  being  raised  which  should  have 
the  attention  of  all  interested  in  the  Public  Schools.  A  bill 
introduced  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  rushed  through 
the  House  under  a  Suspension  of  Eules,  and  although  some- 
what less  hurriedly,  passed  quickly  by  the  Senate,  authorizes 
the  Governor  to  arrange  for  an  investigation  and  appoint  or 
select,  investigators  to  examine  certain  phases  of  work  done 
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at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  and  at  the  State  Normal 
Schools,  in  Keene  and  Plymouth.  It  is  stated  that  there  is 
a  "duplication"  of  work  in  these  institutions.  There  is  also 
an  appropriation  of  $2,500  for  this  investigation. 

If  information  and  facts  in  the  case  were  desired  by  any- 
one or  any  group,  these  could  have  been  secured  from  the 
State  Board  of  Education.  They  have  the  facts  and  figures 
and  policies  which  are  accessible  to  anyone.  Even  facts  and 
figures  have  little  significance  unless  there  is  someone  who 
knows  what  they  mean  and  how  to  interpret  them.  But  be- 
fore the  bill  was  ushered  in,  there  was  no  request  on  the  part 
of  the  Governor  or  anyone  in  the  Legislature,  for  any  in- 
formation whatever  concerning  these  matters,  even  though 
the  facts  were  right  at  hand. 

There  is  no  quarrel  on  between  the  State  University  and 
the  Normal  Schools.  They  are  all  a  part  of  the  State  School 
System.  They  all  contribute  to  the  educational  welfare  of 
the  State.  But  the  State  University  does  not  attempt  to 
train  teachers  for  the  Elementary  schools.  To  train  teachers 
for  these  grades,  New  Hampshire,  like  all  progressive  states, 
has  provided  Normal  Schools  or  as  frequently  called,  "Teach- 
ers' Colleges."  These  Normal  Schools  are  strictly  "Profes- 
sional Schools"  just  as  truly  as  law  schools  or  medical  schools 
are  professional  schools.  The  sole  business  of  these  Normal 
Schools  has  been,  until  rather  recently,  the  training  of  ele- 
mentary teachers  who  have  followed  a  course  covering  two 
years  of  study  and  practice.  Then  a  three-year  course  was 
added  which  provides  preparation  for  teachers  for  certain 
subjects  in  Junior  or  Senior  high  schools.  Then,  still  later, 
a  four-year  course  was  offered  by  the  Normal  Schools,  to  fit 
teachers  for  regular  Senior  High  School  work.  In  New 
Hampshire,  most  of  the  High  Schools  are  small,  and  require 
a  teacher  to  teach  more  than  one  subject.  Somehow  the  im- 
pression seems  to  have  gone  abroad,  that  all  teachers  are  now 
taking  the  full,  four-year  Normal  course — in  fact,  that  these 
Normal  Schools  are  being  made  over  into  Women's  Colleges. 

Both  these  assumptions  are  wrong.     In  the  Normals,  by 
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far  the  greater  number  of  students,  are  taking  the  two-year 
course.    This  group  will  provide  teachers  for  the  rural  schools 
and  the  grades  in  the  city  schools.     A  much  smaller  number 
take  the  three-year  course  which  prepares  for  certain  High 
School  work  such  as  Domestic  Arts,  Mechanic  Arts,  or  Com- 
mercial work  in  the  regular   High   School   course.     A  still 
smaller  number  take  the  four-year  course  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  either  Junior  or  Senior  High  School  work.     The 
number  of  students  in  the  four-year  course,  is  closely  limited 
and  likewise  the  number  in  the  two  and  three-year  courses 
is  also  guarded,  the  idea  being,  that  the  number  graduated 
each  year  from  these  various  courses,  should  provide  recruits 
for  the  annual  turnover  or  loss  in  the  state  among  the  2500 
elementary,  and  800  high  school  teachers.     Up  to  this  time, 
the  number  of  graduates  from  the  Normal  schools,  plus  the 
number  trained  for  school  work  by  the  State  University,  has 
not  been  equal  to  the  demand  of  New  Hampshire  Schools,  so 
that  each  year  a  considerable  number  of  teachers  from  Col- 
leges and  universities  and  Normal  Schools  outside  the  state, 
has  been  brought  into  New  Hampshire  schools  as  teachers. 

The  work  of  the  Normal  Schools  differs  from  that  of  the 
State  University  in  this  particular.  The  Normal  student 
trains  to  be  a  teacher  or  a  "teaching  specialist."  The  Uni- 
versity gives  a  wider  academic  range,  more  of  the  college 
background,  and  provides  for  "subject-specialists"  rather 
than  teaching  specialists.  The  aim  of  these  institutions  is 
not  the  same.  They  do  not  do  the  same  work.  They  do  not 
duplicate. 

Another  item.  It  has  been  suggested  that  in  order  to  save 
money  for  the  school  districts,  there  should  be  a  "purchasing 
agent"  at  Concord  who  would  buy  all  the  supplies  for  all  the 
schools  of  the  State.  What  likelihood  is  there  that  a  "pur- 
chasing agent"  at  Concord,  with  the  necessary  office  and  office 
force,  and  storage  rooms  for  a  considerable  amount  of  sup- 
plies, with  arrangement  for  quick  re-shipping  of  goods  to 
the  various  districts,  would  save  money  in  the  end,  As  mat- 
ters stand  at  present,  the  Superintendents  purchase  books  and 
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supplies.  Every  bill  for  these  items  is  passed  by  the  Super- 
intendent to  the  School  Board,  for  inspection.  If  they  feel, 
or  have  any  reason  to  believe,  he  is  paying  more  than  the 
market  price  or  is  buying  unwisely,  they  have  the  right  and 
opportunity  to  check  up  and  raise  any  question  regarding  any 
item  at  any  time.  Here  is  a  close,  responsible  relationship — 
much  easier  to  check  up  than  with  an  absentee  "agent."  Not 
only  so,  but  there  would  be  delays,  annoying  delays,  when  as 
often  occurs,  supplies  are  needed  and  needed  at  once.  This 
whole  "purchasing  agent"  idea,  is  a  form  of  centralization 
which  neither  School  Boards  or  citizens  desire.  The  Super- 
intendents of  the  State  have  access  to  all  legitimate  avenues 
for  purchases  that  are  open  to  any  purchasing  agent,  free  from 
elements  of  influence  that  often  surround  a  "purchasing 
agent's"  job. 

Bedford's  Gamble 

If  you  have  been  at  No.  4  (near  the  Country  Club)  any 
school  morning  between  8.15  and  9,  or  in  the  afternoon  from 
3.45  to  4,  you  will  know  what  this  gamble  is.  Here  is  a  school 
building  on  the  very  edge  of  one  of  the  busiest  thoroughfares 
in  New  Hampshire — a  straight,  smooth,  cement  stretch  with 
no  speed  limit,  except  the  ability  of  the  car  and  the  frequently 
questionable  judgment  or  mania  of  the  driver.  Even  in  win- 
ter, there  is  hardly  a  time  during  the  day  when  no  cars  or 
trucks  or  both,  are  not  in  sight.  Yet  every  morning,  Bedford 
requires  approximately  twenty-five  school  children  of  various 
ages  to  walk  from  a  quarter  to  somewhat  over  a  mile  on  this 
road.  There  is  no  other  way  to  get  to  the  school.  There 
are  no  side-walks,  no  paths  along  the  fence — the  road  has 
to  provide  for  those  afoot  as  well  as  for  autos.  Some  of  the 
school  boys  ride  bicycles.  Anyone  who  drives  a  car,  knows 
the  unsteadiness  and  uncertainty  of  this  means  of  transporta- 
tion, but  who  can  say  they  have  no  rights  on  the  road  ?  The 
school  yard  is  small.  A  ball  is  bound  now  and  then,  to  get 
out  into  the  road.  The  hockey  or  "shinney"  puck,  is  sure  to 
be  knocked  out  under  the  fence  once  in  a  while.     You  know 
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what  happens  at  such  a  time.  After  games  and  the  day's 
work  is  done,  out  go  these  same  pupils  to  walk  home  along 
the  same  road,  to  face  perhaps  at  the  busiest  time,  ten  score 
of  cars  and  trucks.  Is  this  requirement  in  keeping  with  the 
State's  requirement,  that  "there  shall  be  suitable  provision  for 
the  care  of  health  and  physical  welfare  of  all  pupils"? 

A  new  building,  located  in  the  vicinity  of  "Four  Corners" 
on  any  one  of  the  sites  investigated  by  a  special  committee 
two  years  ago,  while  it  could  not  eliminate  completely  this 
auto  hazard,  would  minimize  the  danger.  A  building  in  that 
vicinity  would  keep  at  once,  practically  all  but  one  family 
off  the  state  road  altogether.  For  this  family  it  would  reduce 
the  distance  on  the  highway  to  about  one  quarter  of  a  mile, 
about  half  of  the  present  distance.  It  would  eliminate  play- 
time hazard  entirely. 

An  honest  facing  of  the  actual  daily  danger  seems  im- 
perative before  any  fatal  accidents  occur.  It  should  be  re- 
membered that  there  have  been  three  accidents  so  far.  A 
few  years  ago  Henry  Freeden,  going  from  school,  was  struck 
by  a  passing  auto,  severely  bruised,  and  out  of  school  for 
five  weeks.  Later,  Anna  Sinko  of  the  same  school,  on  the 
way  home,  although  walking  out  in  the  grass,  was  struck  by 
a  skidding  auto,  the  result  being  bruises  and  fractures.  About 
the  middle  of  January  just  passed,  Lucienne  Chaput,  on  the 
way  to  No.  4,  was  knocked  down,  having  both  bones  of  the 
right  leg  broken  between  the  knee  and  ankle.  Before  she  is 
home  she  will  have  spent  about  (  ?)  weeks  in  the  Sacred  Heart 
Hospital.  It  will  probably  mean  the  loss  of  a  half-year  of 
school.  In  this  case,  the  wonder  is  that  she  was  not  crushed. 
Caught  in  the  road  just  north  of  the  school  where  the  guard 
rails  over  the  culvert  compel  pedestrians  to  walk  in  the  road, 
there  was  no  escape.  There  is  one  way — and  only  one  insofar 
as  can  be  done  to  lessen  this  gamble  in  which  children  and 
their  families  pay  the  "losses".  This  one  way  is  to  get  the 
children  off  the  Daniel  Webster  Highway.  And  in  this  case, 
the  physical  welfare  and  safety  of  the  pupils,  seems  to  take 
precedence  over  the  educational  advantage. 
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We  know  of  the  accidents  which  have  occurred.  We  do 
not  know  how  many  "narrow  escapes"  there  have  been.  A 
few  clays  ago  as  Robert  Provencher  was  on  his  way  home, 
a  driver — going  not  slowly  anyway,  and  about  to  pass  an- 
other car — had  to  take  the  instant  choice  of  hitting  the  boy, 
or  the  other  car,  or  going  into  the  ditch.  He  took  the  ditch. 
But  with  the  danger  to  our  children,  they  are  a  source  of 
danger  to  other  rightful  travellers  on  the  road. 

Bedford  has  built  and  paid  for  two  new  buildings  in  the 
last  few  years.  Both  of  these  buildings  are  a  credit  to  the 
town  and  a  real,  educational  asset.  Those  of  us  closest  to 
the  schools,  doubtless  appreciate  most,  how  splendidly  they 
meet  the  present  needs  in  their  respective  areas.  But  an- 
other new  building  is  needed — and  needed,  now — needed  to 
remove  the  children  from  actual  danger  factors  which  we 
cannot  change  or  control  or  remove  or  remedy,  and  provide 
in  addition  better  educational  opportunities.
